CANTON  POLICY. 


RESTORATION  BY  NEGOTIATION. 


Rengo  to  Chronicle, 

Hanko",  Jan.  19. 

Mr.  Sun  Ko,  a  member  of  the  Nationalist  Government,  expressed  the 
following  viers  to-day  in  an  interview  rith  your  correspondent. 

"Although  closely  related  by  geographical,  radical  and  economic  tics,  the 
relations  between  Jaoan  and  China  have  been  disturbed  by  unequal  rights,  and 
it  is  therefore  of  the  first  importance  that  they  should  agree  to  revise  the 
treaty.  Among  serious  questions  to  be  satisfactorily  settled  by  the  tro 
countries  are  those  concerning  Mongolia  and  Manchuria.  Another  fundamental 
principle  of  Nationalist  policy  is  the  abolition  of  the  foreign  concessions 
and  of  extraterritoriality  in  China,  but  it  should  be  understood  that  re  do 
not  favour  em  loyment  of  force,  as  in  the  case  of  Hanko",  ^or  that  purpose, 
but  favour  negotiations  rith  the  Po -ers  interested  at  an  appropriate  opportuni¬ 
ty.  The  Honkor  affaJr  rent  further  than  the  Nationalist  Government  expected 
and  should  not  bo  considered  a  precedent.  Still,  if  Britain  uses  forces  in 
that  connection,  there  is  no  doubt  thut  anti-Brit j'sh  feeling,  alrocdy  running 
high,  -ould  become  more  acute.  The  prevalence  of  labour  disputes  here,  is  due 
to  the  duly  authorised  action  o.f  the  labour  unions,  rhich  should  not  be  comba¬ 
tted  •  rith  force.  At  the  same  time,  many  of  these  disputes  have 

assumed  such  a  serious  char.ct-r  that  it  has  been  decided  to  institute  an 
arbitration  committee,  connrising  representatives  of  both  sides,  in  such 
disputes  in  future,  thut  is  representatives  of  both  employees  end  v'orkers, 
rith  the  purpose  of  settlement,  rith  provision  that  should  the  arbitration 
committee  find  it  impossible  to  solve  any  situation  submitted  to  it,  then 
the  Government  "ill  intervene. 
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
